ORDER CONSOLIDATING 

REVENUE DISTRIOTS. 

TO GO INTO EFFECT JUNE 15—AaA HOWL 
FROM POLITICIANS EXPECTED — 
COUNTING THE PUBLIC MONEY. 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—The recent ex- 
ecutive order consolidating 22 collection dis- 
tricts of internal revenue out of official exist- 
ence is to be put into effect on the 15th of June 
next, or as soon thereafter as practicable, the 
object being to have all the newly consolidated 
districts in operation and the new bonds of 
the Collectors whose responsibilities have 
been increased filed and approved before 
the commencement of the next fiscal 
year, July 1. As the present force of 
internal revenue agents, which numbers 
only 20, and includes some inexperienced 
men, would be insufficient for the task of mak- 
ing the transfers within the time desired, itis 
probable that experienced officers from the in- 
ternal revenue bureau in Washington will be 
detailed to assist. There will, of course, be an 
outery from politicians whose patronage is 
abridged by the consolidations against this cut- 
ting off of officers, and the first premonitions of 
the storm are already apparent. Commissioner 

Miller, however, feels that the changes mads 

can every one be justified on business princi- 

pies. In selecting the officers to be retained 
he has been guided entirely by considerations 
of public convenience and the efficiency of the 

Collectors retained. A system of inspections of 

internal revenue offices, established under Com- 

missioner Raum eight years ago, has been main- 
tained by Commissioner Miller, the Collectors 
being inspected at stated periods and classified 
in four grades, according to certain prescribed 
requirements of efficiency in the management 


of their offices. Itis stated thatin the consoli- 
dations, to the exclusion of all other considera- 
tions, ie ippreeen has been given to the officers 
of the highest grade, due regard being had at the 
same time to public convenience in the locations 
of the amaigamated offices, and that in making 
the schedule of changes on this basis Com- 
missioner Miiler had the support of Secretary 
Fairchild and the active approvgl of the 
President. One effect of the consolidation will 
be toincrease the salaries of some of, the Col- 
lectors whose receipts do not now entitle them 
to receive the maximum pay allowed by law. 
Salaries of Collectors range from $2,000 up to 
$4,500, according to the amount of their collec- 
tions. The consolidations will increase the pay 
of the Collectors at Hartford, Conn., Albany, N. 


$1,000 per annum each, but these increases will 
still leave a net gain of about $120,000 by the 
change. 

The President’s order further directs that 
where practicable, internal revenue officers shall 
be removed from rentea buildings into Govern- 
ment offices. Under this order, it is proposed to 
move the Sixth Indiana office from Lawrence- 
pate to Indianapolis, but this change, though in 
the line of strictest economy, is opposed by Mr. 
Holman, who desires to have the office left in 
the rented building at Lawrenceburg because 
the chief distilleries of the district are there. 
Other changes of this kind not involved in 
the eonsolidations are in contemplation. 
It is desired, for instance, to move 
the office at Davenport, Iowa, to Des Moines; 
the office at Grafton, West Va., to Wheeling, 
and the office at Sulphur Springs, Texas, to 
Dallas. The last change is made almost ab- 
solutely necessary by the fact that the town 
is so small that the Postmaster is frequently 
unable to cash the Post Office orders sent to 
the Collector by the taxpayers. Strong legal 
opposition to all these changes, however, is 
expected, and it is hoped they can be carried 
into effect while the President is in the woods of 
the Adirondacks, i

MR. O'BRIEN AT HAMILTON 


HE AND HIS FRIENDS FIRED 
UPON IN THEIR CABS. 
ONE OF THE CABMEN GETS A BULLET IN 
HIS WRIST, BUT O'BRIEN AND KIL- 

BRIDE ESCAPE UNHARMED, 

HAMILTON, Ontario, May 23.—The chief 
incident connected with Mr. O’Brien’s visit to 
Hamilton occurred just after the meeting to- 
night, when the party were fired upon while re- 
turning in cabs to the hotel. Crowds of 
friends and opponents followed the cabs. 
Passing along Merrick-street, which is 
not brilliantly lighted, four pistol shots 
were fired from the sidewalk, and one 
bullet struck the wrist of John Wilson, 
the cabman who drove the hack next 
to O’Brien’s. A great crowd gathered at 
the main entrance of the hotel, but no violence 
was offered O’Brien. After he had reached the 
house a bad egg was thrown at the door, and 
the globe of the electric light at the entrance 
was broken by a stone. 

There were about 1,000 people at the Grand 
Trunk Railway station here this afternoon. 
Although no public announcement had been 
made of the time at which Messrs. 
O’Brien and Kilbride should arrive, the 
fact that they would be passengers by 
the 2:55 train from the East had become pretty 
well known. Among those on the platform 


were Messrs. James O’Brien, John Byrne, James 
Henigan, M. Malone, J. Bird, M. Murphy, 
Thomas Bain, R. Quinn, M. Dake, James 
Wall, John McCann, Edward Murphy, William 
Stanley, Patrick Hart, John Christie, and other 
members of the National League. Several promi- 
nent menof the Hamilton branch of the Irish 
National League who had gone down to 
Niagara in the morning accompanied 
the gentlemen on their trip to the 
city. When the train arrived and the visitors 
made their appearance they were greeted with 
cheer after cheer. An address of welcome was 

resented on behalf of the local league to O’Brien. 

he address expressed gratitude for his services 
to Ireland, pain at the cowardly action of in- 
tolerant bigots of a neighboring city in attempt- 
ing his life, and trusting that he was nowin a 
city where he would receive fair play. In conclu- 
sion the address says: 


“Our hearts are with yon and your worthy chie 
Mr. Charles Stewart Parnell, and the grand ol 
man, W. E. Gladstone, in your noble fight for Ire- 
land, and we trust thatthe day is not far distant 
when the long night of oppression and misgovern- 
ment shall have passed away and give place to the 
dawn of a national self-government for the land we 
all love so well.” 


The address ends with expressions of pride 
and affection for the patriotic O’Brien, and on 
behalf of the Irish people and all lovers of free 
speech extends to him a hearty and cor- 
dial welcome. An immense crowd blocked 
tho street opposite the hotel. where O’Brien and 
Kilbride were staying, and in response to their 
cheers Mr. O’Brien — ed upon the balcony 
and made a speech, thanking the people for their 
hearty welcome, expressing the hope that ere 
longin place of having to come from Ireland 
to Canada to tell of the woes of the Irish people, 
he would be able to invite Canadians to Ireland 
to witness the peace and. prosperity of a people 
tiourishing under a Parliament sitting in College 
Green, Dublin. 

O’Brien’s reception was certainly a most en- 
thusiastic one, and there was not a sign of op- 
position on his arrival. A great crowd gathered 
about the hotel as the hour came for the lect- 
ure, but no demonstrations were made to 
show that many of those persons were opposed 
to the visit. Mr. O’Brien and the committee left 
the hotel by the side door and drove up McNab- 
street to the Palace Rink, the largest public 
hall in the city. It was crowded to 
the doors with enthusiastic friends of the 
editor, who cheered him nepeney: Mr. 
James O’Brien presided, and the 100 people 
on the platform were of all religions and 
nationalities. After the speeches of O’Brien and 
Kilbride a resolution condemning Lord Lans- 
downe’s Luggacurran evictions as inhuman 
and declaring him. unworthy of the high office 
he holds in Canada. was'‘moved by George K. 
Collis and seconded by Frederick Walter, both 
Orangemen and Protestants. Speeches were 
made in support of O’Brien’s visit by a number 
of citizens, all Protestants, including William 
Berry, an Orangeman. 

The crowd remained in front of the hotel 
cheering for O’Brien and Lansdowne until they 
were moved a block by the police. No further 
demonstrations of violence were made. Mr. 
O’Brien 1s much fatigued and wornout. He 
will leave in the morning for Niagara Falls, 
whence he goes to Montreal. 

A young mannamed Michael Allen was se- 
verely gashed in the right hand by a knife in the 
hands ofa man Allenhad never seen before. 
The assailant struck at himin thecrowd. Allen 
seized the knife. 
blade in Allen’s grasp. Dr. White dressed the 
wound. 

Father Murphy, of Ingersoll, brought Mr. 
O’Brien a set of resolutions sympathizing with 
the Irish cause passed by his congregation, and 
a contribution of $100 to the League funds. 

Dr. White extracted the revolver bullet from 
the cabman’s wrist. and the result of the shot 
may be very serious. Oneof the crowd told a 
Toronto Globe reporter that he was beside the 
boy who fired the shot. 


MR. O’BRIEN’S ADDRESS. 


The following is a synopsis of Mr. O’Brien’s 
address at the Palace Rink this evening: 

Mr. O’Brien, on coming forward, said: “I 
will have to claim a very liberal measure of 
your indulgence to-night, because, although I 
have come here rather than disappoint our 
faithful friends in Hamilton, I have come here 
in some pain, ina somewhat dilapidated condi- 
tion of body. Ido not pretend to be more than 
flesh and blood, and flesh and blood, un- 
fortunately, are not proof against the argu- 
ments of paving stones and bludgeons, the 
only arguments which Lord Lausdowne’s 
admirers have addressed to us. ([Groans.] 
I should be sorry to obtrude, any personal 
trouble of my own in this great controversy, 
but after two very proce attempts on my 
life within a few days I confess that to this ex- 
tent at all events Lord Lansdowne’s friends 
have had a glorious victory, [groans;] that I 
cannot speak without very great pain to-night, 
and I must leave the lion’s share of speaking to 
my sturdy friend Mr. Kilbride, who, I promise 
you, will made up for my shortcomings. [Ap- 
plause.}] However, the necessity for speaking 
is practically over, for I cluim here to-night 
that our charges against Lord Lansdowne are 
proved up to the hilt. [Immense apinenss-) They 
are no longer seriously disputed. The feeling 
is sinking deeply into the Canadian mind that 
Lord Lansdowne is perpetrating cruel and in- 
human deeds in Ireland and cannot deny it, and 
that feeling is deepening into indignation and 
disgust that Lord Lansdowne should have, [I 
will not say accepted as his defenders, but should 
not have uttered one word to repudiate as his 
defenders, the men who, within the past week, 
have done their worst to stain the soil of Canada 
with our blood, [groans,] our only crime being 
that we have attempted to save 500 suffer- 
ing human creatures in Ireland from de- 
struction at the hands of the Governor- 
General of the Canadian people. [Applause. 
I do not for one moment suppose that Lor 
Lansdowne can feel anything but horrified by 
what has occurred, but I am entitled to re- 
mark that within 24 hours after Mayor How- 
jJand’s meeting Lord Lansdowne wrote a public 
letter of thanks for the action of the meeting 
—the meeting at which the murderous violence 
that has since occurred was instigated and in- 
spired, and yet, though a week has elapsed, 
Lord Lansdowne has not found leisure to 
pen a single line to reprobate the deplor- 
able occurrences that have resulted from 
the meeting. ([Hisses.) Lord Lansdowne’s 
friends have to some extent succeeded in 
shattering my body, but I don’t suppose the 
most rabid of them imagines that he has broken 
our spirit, and they most certainly have not 
shattered one single fact or scintilla of our case. 
[Loud applause.| On the contrary I believe 
there is not a fair-minded man im Canada to-day 
who does not feel in his heart that Lord Lans- 
downe has no answer to our charges, and who 
does not feel that Lord Lansdowne’s departure 
for Toronto just as we Were setting out from Ire- 
land was, to say the least, an unhappy and sin- 
ister coincidence. Every plea that was at 
first raised against our visit has vow been 
abandoned and scattered to the winds. Lord 
Lansdowne himself has disposed of the pretense 
that his mouth was closed, for he has opened 
his mouth to the newspaper interviewers. He 
has made the best defense he could, and I think 
his most prejudiced partizans must feel in their 
secret hearts that Lord Lansdowne’s owt de- 
fense is his worst condemnation, for he labori- 
ously defends himself upon a few small side is- 
sues and points of detail on which we never at- 
tacked him, but he completely and absolutely 
shrinks from facing accusations which we laid 
against him, and which must now be taken as 
confessed and proved. It is confessed that Lord 
Lansdowne is resisting, not because the tenants 
have made an unjust claim, but because, as Mr. 
Denning puts it in his letter, he ‘does not want 
to give the League an opportunity to crow.’ ” 

After Mr. O’Brien sat down the Chairman read 
the following cablegram from London, signed 
by Justin McCarthy, Tnomas Sexton, T. M, 
Healy, John Dillon, and J. G. Biggar: 

“ Accept the sympathy of your colleagues. We 
feel the deepest indignation at the brutal conduct of 
the mob at Kingston and Toronto. We earnestly re- 
quest that you take rest under the best medical

TO TILDEN. 


PAID BY EX-SENATOR RAINES IN THE 
ASSEMBLY CHAMBER. 


ALBANY, May 23.—The members of the 
two branches of the Legislature, some of the 
State officers, and the public tothe number of 
probably 300 ladies and gentlemen, listened to 
the oration upon Samuel J. Tilden delivered in 
the Assembly Chamber to-night by ex-Senator 
George Raines, of Rochester. The State 
officers included Attorney-General . O’Brien, 
Controller Chapin, Secretary of State 


Cook, Insurance Superintendent Maxwell, 
and Bank Superintendent Paine. Neither Gov. 
Hill nor Lieut.-Gov. Jones were present. The 
members of the Tilden family—Col. Samuel J. 
Tilden, Jr., Mrs. Swan, and Misses Ruby and 
Susie Tilden—occupied seats with Gen. Charles 
F. Tracey, who was a member of Gov. Tilden’s 
staff with Superintendent Paine. 

Assemblyman Howe, of Oswego, called the 
audience to order, and presented as the pre- 
siding officer Judge Rufus W. Peckham, of the 
Court of Appeals. The Rev. Wesley R. Davis 
offered a prayer, and ex-Senator Raines was 
introduced as the orator of the evening. 

Ex-Senator Raines traced Mr. Tilden’s life as 
a@ publicist and leader, analyzing carefully the 
events that developed his career. His fame, he 
said, would rest chiefly upon the radical changes 
in thought and tendencies of action among the 
American peer in which his influence was 
potent, Mr. Tilden, the speaker continued, had 
aremarkable equipment for the career opening 
before him. Large experience at the bar gave 
him knowledge of human _ character in 
its weakness, strength, motives, and pas- 
sion, patience, moderation of judgment, 
facility and resource in defense and attack, and 
appreciation of the value of time in determining 
the wiser action. 
sional prejudices against disregard of precedent 
and authority. He was persistent and tire- 
less in pursuing the accomplishment of a 

urpose once entertained. e cultivated a 

isposition to avoid extremes in theory 
or practice, to remain in sympathy with the gen- 
eral mind of the age or country, with a feeling 
of the necessity and utility of compromise. 
Universality and precision of couception, logical 
process of thought, the enthusiasm of utter sin- 
cerity, & copious diction, and mastery of his 
theme by profound study made his papers and 
addresses models of comprehensive and forcible 
appeal to the judgment of men. 

He gathered about himself for consultation 
men of ideas and culture, and infused his varied 
information and conclusions from study of the 
theme into their minds, He relied upon the ul- 
timate conscience of the people. Although he 
found enough to rebuke in the Democratic Party, 
yet that party’s doctrines of finance, its defini- 
tions of the functions and rights of rulers and 

eople, and other cardinal principles that had 
1ved in tradition, led him to attempt its rescue 
by accepting the Chairmanship of the State Com- 
mittee in 1867. The contest which then opened, 
the speaker said, broadened in its scope from 
the mere partisan effort into the struggle of the 
moralist and patriot. 

Describing the Tweed ring exposures by THR 
Times, and Mr. Tilden’s part in pushing them, 
ex-Senator Raines spoke of the results of that 
exposure in eloquent terms, showing how it 
spurred citizenship to triumph over corrupt 
combinations, the consuming power of investi- 
gation and punishment running through the 
stubble of wickedness until accountability and 
economy sprang into the vocabulary of politics. 
The speaker reviewed Mr. Tilden’s course as 
Governor and as a Presidential candidate, and 
closed with a tender tribute, in which he 
said his memory would be cherished as 
that of a patriot, philosopher, and statesman, 
in the exalted virtue of a people guard- 
ing a heritage of liberty and laws, consecrated 
to humanity by bloody ransom of patriot lives. 
As America lifted her steadfast gaze up heights

THH POOL BILL. 


FRIENDS AND ENEMIES OF THE MEAS- 


URE TALK IN A WAY THAT InN- 
DUCES THE GOVERNOR TO LISTEN. 
ALBANY, May 23.—Gov. Hill listened this 


afternoon'to two very strong sermons against 
the Ives Pool bill, which were delivered by the 
Rev. Dr. Talmage, of Brooklyn, and the Rev. 
Dr. R. 8. MacArthur, of New-York. These two 


gentlemen came up from New-York with the 


committee appointed at the meeting held in 
Brooklyn to protest against the passage of the 
bill. Their associates wero H. D. Dumont, Dr. 


H. A. Tucker, Dr. A. H. Moment, Waiter M. 
John Wood, A. A. Robins, Phile 


Gen, D. B. Butterfield, H. W. T. Mali, Leonard 
W. Jerome, J. G. K. Lawrence, R. C. Livingston, 
A. ©. Washington, C. H. Raymond, John M. 
Bowers, F. R. Rives, Lawrence Kip, C. J. Ham- 
lin, of Buffalo; E. A. Hutchinson, of Utica, and 
William H. Bowman and George W. Archer, of 
Rochester. The Governor said he was very busy 
and could only spare an hour to the hearing. It 
proved so interesting, however, that he listened 
intently for an hour and three-quarters. 

Dr. Talmage was the first speaker. He de- 
clared that this was a bill to make gambling aa 


lawful as the sale of dry goods and groceries. 
He congratulated the Governor upon the fact 


that with his sharp veto pen he could destroy 
one of the most infamous acts passed by the 
Legislature. He predicted that the day of Jude. 
ment would come for those who favored such a 
bill. Behind the opposition to the bill, he 
were 3,000 ministers. If they represented 
persons each the sum total of their representa- 
tion would be 1,500,000, an opposition which the 
Governor could not afford to ignore. Dr. Tal- 
mage assured the Governor that the reputable 
gentlemen who had originally signed a petition 
for the bill had done so to oblige friends, and 
honestly supposing that the bill was inte 

as its title indicated, to improve the breed 
horses. They deplored this use of their nameg 
and would have withdrawn them if it were not 
that a controversy would be likely to be 
voked. The doctor read a letter from the au

He read let 
ters against the bill from Dr. Howard Crosby; 
Dr. Theodore L. Cuyler, Henry George, Dr. Ed: 
win P. Ingersoll, and Dr. Edward Braisders. Dr. 
MeNair, of Syracuse, read the Governor a tele- 
graphic protest from the Ministerial Association 
of Syracuse, and Dr. Harris, of Freeport, sub- 
mitted the protest of 260 Congregational minis- 
ters. 

The Governor next listened to the friends of 
the bill. Assemblyman Ives was the first 
spokesman. He advocated the billas a regula- 
tive measure which would aid in blotting out 
the poolrooms of the big cities. He said that 
when Jerome Park was closed to the pool sellers 
the number of pool rooms in New-York City 
was Lapa, one It was in these pool rooms 
and not on the race tracks that the boys and the 
clerks spent their own and their employers’ 
money. The same principle was embodied in 
this bill as was involved in the Crosby High 
License bill. In this the aim had been to enlist 
the liquor dealers in the enforcement of the law. 
Here it was proposed to enlist the racing asso- 
ciations, 

William H. Bowman, of the Rochester Driving - 
Association, insisted that horse racing was not & 
sin; neither was betting on a horse race, Nine- 
tenths of the business of this country was bet- 
ting. Wheré was the difference between : 
on superior breed of horses and betting ona 
stock, or on the rise or fall of ba 9 my such ag 
witnessed daily in the Stock, Produce, and Pe- 
troleum Exchanges? 

Gen. Buttertieid said that such a law as was 
here proposed would give the reputable racing 
associations control of their tracks. Man 
worthy men who contribute liberally to chure 
organizations were among the members o7 these 
associations. The Southerners were far better 
equipped with cavalrymen than the Northerners 
when therebelion broke out,simply because they 
had all their lives been interested in improving 
the breed of their horses andin bringing out theiz 
fine points on the turf. The members of 
Coney Island Jockey Club last year paid out o 
their own pockets for the benefit of horsea 
$129,672. Their receipts from bookmakers and 
other sources amounted to $1,144,198, all of 
which went into purses for the owners of horses. 
By the terms of this bill breeders of horses iu 
other parts of the State would receive a percent- 
age of these receipts and be enabled to improve 
their stock. If any such evil results as were 
predicted shou!defollow in the next nine months 
ne should not expect the Legislature to alow 
the law to remain on the statute books.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, cooler, threatening 
weather, with rain, southerly winds. 


The abolition of twenty-two internal rev- 
enue collection districts by consolidating 
them with other districts, in obedience to 
the President’s order, will be approved by 
the people. If the internal revenue can be 
satisfactorily collected without the aid 
of the officers who are to be retired, 
there is no good excuse for retain- 
ing them in the service, and $120,000 a 
year is certainly worth saving. it appears 
that in making the reduction the qualifica- 
tions and records of officers have been 
taken into account, while due regard has 
been paid to public convenience so far as 
the location of offices is concerned. Col- 
lectors have been classified in four grades 
with reference to their efficiency, and in 
consolidating districts preference has been 
given to officers of the highest grade. 
The retired officers and their friends will 
complain. That is to be expected. It will 
be difficult for the Administration’s polit- 
ical opponents to ascribe the change to any 
purely political motive, for the men who 
lose their offices are Democrats, and it must 
be admitted that the power of the Col- 
lectors in politics cannot well be increased 
by reducing their number. 


The address of Mr. GroRGE WILLIAM 
‘Curtis before the Commonwealth Club 
Jast evening on the political situation was 
eloquent, witty, and sensible. Mr. CURTIS 
described with much acuteness and humor 
the confusioninto which parties have fallen, 
amid which it is simply impossible to detect 
any principle that can be said to be dis- 
tinctive in either of them. He paid a trib- 
ute to the action of the independent voters 
in the contest of 1884, which he believed 
had rendered to the country and to the 
cause of republican institutions through- 
out the world a service as great 
as had ever been performed by a like 
body of men in our political history. He 
analyzed with happy effect the relations 
of the two parties to civil service reform, 
which was a controlling purpose with 
neither, but which must be carried out if 
parties were ever again to become the 
legitimate instruments of popular govern- 
mert. As to 1888, he predicted that the 
result would turn upon the character of 
candidates, and upon the estimate the in- 
dependent voters should make, not of the 
professions, but of the conduct of parties 
and ofmen. The meeting of the club was 
the largest that has yet been held, and the 
presence of many prominent men of both 
parties was significant of the peculiar and 
effective work the club is doing.

In pursuance of the policy recently de- 
fined by the President, Secretary LaMar 
now asks the land grant railroad companies 
that have exhausted their rights in the in- 
demnity belts to show cause why the orders 
withdrawing those belts from settlement 
ghould not be at once revoked. It is high 
time that these belts were opened, and it is 
to be hoped that there will be no unneces- 
sary delay in restoring to settlers the rights 
which long ago they should have been al- 
lowed to enjoy. 





The Third-Avenue Railroad Company, 
having failed to get a bill through the Leg- 
islature authorizing horse railroad com- 
panies to use cable traction, has applied for 
® mandamus to compel the Commissioner of 
Public Works to grant a permit to open the 
streets for the purpose of laying a cable in 


purpose of laying and maintaining rails. 
If any street railway company is to 
be allowed to excavate the streets for the 
purpose of establishing a new mode of 
transit, it should be compelled to pay the 
city for the privilege. It would be practi- 
cally exercising a new franchise, and the | 
principle ought to be established that ade- 
quate compensation is to be made to the 
city for all such privileges. Until proper 
arrangements are made for the purpose, 
the city should resist to the utmost the ex- 
tension of all such privileges. The right to 
run cable cars in the streets should not be 
conceded without proper payment unless 
the court of last resort decides that it can- 
not be prevented. 


ONO PTE PEELE METRE TE ACAI IT RO 


The Porte is before the powers again with 
a brace of fresh requests, one being for per- 
mission to issue @ loan of $25,000,000 on 
the Egypt and Cyprus tributes, and the 
other that the powers will nominate some 
candidate for the Bulgarian throne who 
will be acceptable to the Sobranje. Both 
requests are in the line of chronic helpless- 
ness which has long been associated with 
Turkey. The puzzle in her finances is how 
she constantly manages, when apparently 
beyond the bottom of her cash and quite at 
the bottom of her credit, to hunt up some 
new article of value to pawn or some old 
one on which an additional mortgage is 
possible. With a billion dollars or so of 
debt, on which only fractional interest is 
paid, she was able not long ago to pledge 
some of her railways for money with which 
to buy guns and ammunition. Now comes 
another device, and the wonder is where it 
will allend. Perhaps she will begin soon 
to sell out some of her islands or outlying 
provinces if the powers will allow each 
other to buy them. 


Itis not at all improbable that the Hon. 
CHARLES TUPPER, Finance Minister of the 
Dominion of Canada, visits Washington 
on business connected with the settlement 
of the differences between this country and 
Great Britain growing out of the relations 
of our people to those of Canada. But if so, 
this business must necessarily be transacted 
through the British Minister under the di- 
rection of his Government, since the Do- 
minion can have no diplomatic intercourse 
directly with the United States. At the 
same time Mr. TUPPER may very properly 
hold unofficial communication with our 
Government and give it information and 
even suggestions of value and interest, as 
other Canadian statesmen have done in the 
past. In any case he is entitled to and will 
receive courteous attention as an officer of 
high rank in a friendly Government. 

THE NEW-HAMPSHIRE 
SHIP. 

The Legislature -of New-Hampshire 
meets on Wednesday of next week and will 
have occasion to elect a United States Sena- 
tor for the unexpired term of Mr. Pixs, Sen- 
ator CHENEY’sS appointment holding good 
only until a successor has been chosen. The 
term will expire March 4, 1889, and an old 
controversy is revived in regard to the 
right of the Legislature to elect also for the 
full term beginning at that time. When 
the Constitution of New-Hampshire was re- 
vised in 1877 it provided for biennial elec- 
tions and sessions of the Legislature and 
changed the time for holding the election 
from March to November, but for 
some inscrutable reason did not 
change. the time for the meeting 
of the Legislature from June to Jan- 
uary. The result is that a Legislature 
elected in November does not meet until 
June, and in the meantime the term of a 
United States Senator may expire in the 
intervening March, and a statute of the 
United States provides that the successor of 
a Senator shall be elected by “‘the Legis- 
lature which is chosen next preceding the 
expiration” of his term. As Senatorial 
terms expire with the Congress, and conse- 
quently in the years of short sessions, it 
would make little difference when there 
were no special sessions, but there often 
are special sessions of the Senate for the 
purpose of acting upon appointments and 
treaties even when both houses of Congress 
are not called together. 

The controversy raised by this condition 
of things began in 1878, when the last 
Legislature chosen under the old Constitu- 
tion was in session and the question was 
whether the successor of Senator WADLEIGH, 
whose term expired in March, 1879, should 
be elected then or by the Legislature which 
was to meet in June,1879. There had been

did not vest until that time. Consequently 
there was for three months a vacancy 
which could not be filled by the Legislature 
atall. Whether or not this doctrine was 
accepted, the appointee of the Governor 
was admitted. In 1881 Senator ROLLINS 
raised the controversy again by proposing 
to the New-Hampshire Legislature that it 
then and there elect him as his own suc- 
cessor for the term beginning in 1883, 
but, though an opinion of the Supreme Court 
of the State was obtained to the effect that | 
the Legislature had the power andit was 
its duty to choose a Senator and prevent a 
vacancy in 1883, it did notdoso.

The Democrats very generally took the 
ground that Bratr should not be admitted 
because the Legislature of 1883 could have 
filled the place and ought to have done so. 
The Republicans favored. his admission, not 
on the ground that the Legislature could 
not have chosen his successor, but on the 
ground that it had failed to do so and there 
was an actual vacancy. The State, it was 
argued, had aright to its full representation. 

The question has a new interest this year 
because apparently the Republicans of New- 
Hampshire are disposed to have a Senator 
chosen for both terms to make sure that the 
Democrats shall not get the seat in 1889, 
There seems to be a wide difference of 
opinion as to the course to be pursued and 
there may be a lively controversy. Against 
the election of a Senator for the full term is 
the letter of the United States law and the 
precedent established by the Legislature 
itself. In favor of it is the opin- 
ion of the State Supreme Court 
and many arguments presented in the 
United States Senate in 1885, including 
those of prominent Republicans. There is 
nothing to prevent the Legislature from 
making the election if it sees fit, but the 
final tribunal to decide upon its validity is 
the Senate of the United States. Involved 
in thecontroversy are the personal plans and 
desires of various aspirants for the Senator- 
ship, including the irrepressible WILLIAM 
E. CHANDLER, who after his manner as- 
sumes to be a sort of “ boss” of the New- 
Hampshire Republicans. Whatever hap- 
pens it is to be hoped that the Republican 
majority of the Legislature will not dis- 
credit the party in that State or humiliate 
it in the country at large by foisting again 
into national prominence this disreputable 
and unscrupulous politician. 


PLATTISM VS. REPUBLICANISM. 

We have never denied or doubted the 
necessity of party machinery or its capaci- 
ty, when rightly organized, in the hands of 
really representative men to do excellent 
and indispensable work for the party. 
What we have steadily maintained is that 
the machine, to be worth anything, must 
fairly represent the party, and that to se- 
cure that end the members of a party must 
be free to act, in constituting the machine, 
without coercion on the one hand or cor- 
ruption on the other. We call attention to 
this very important fact just at this mo- 
ment because ex-Senator PLATT has a cer- 
tain hold on the machinery of the Repub- 
lican Party and is Striving to get substan- 
tial control of it by methods exactly op- 
posed to the principles we have indicat- 
ed. The chief support of a bad ma- 
chine in any party is necessarily the 
spoils of office, legitimate and otherwise. 
That is not its sole support, but it is the 
strongest, and it is not likely that without 
it any machine, however bad in itself or 
however corrupt its managers, could doa 
great deal of damage. Mr. PLatT controls 
a certain amount of spoils at the Quaran- 
tine—a larger and more available amount 
than is within the reach of Republican poli- 
ticians anywhere eise in the State. Itis 
considerable in itself; it is used by PLATT 
without scruple or conscience, selfishly and 
corruptly. If he is deprived of it he cannot 
get the hold he wishes on the Republican 
machine in the State and must lose much of 
the hold he already has. If he is not de- 
prived of it he is in a fair way to gain his 
ends, and that he can do only at the cost of 
the Republican Party and with almost en- 
tire certainty of bringing upon it defeat 
and disgrace. 

The Republican Party in New-York is not 
in a very vigorous condition. It is not 
closely united; it has not very clear ideas 
regarding the issues of the day in either 
national or State affairs; it is the prey of 
faction, and its leaders are conspicuous 
rather for their obstinacy and narrowness 
than for their capacity or sagacity. But the 
party includes a very large number, in our 
judgment the major-part, of the sober, right- 
minded men of the State. The condition 
into which it has fallen is a misfortune for 
New-York and for the Union, andno sensible 
and honest person, even among its political 
opponents, can help wishing that it may be 
rescued from this condition and may be- 
come an efficient instrument for good gov- 
ernment, an organization capable of carry- 
ing out the sound and proper wishes of the 
great body of good citizens who have 
generally acted with it and through it, and 
who desire to continue to doso. This is by 
no means impossible, but it can only be 
done by breaking up at once and com- 
pletely the Quarantine ring, of which 
PLATT is the master, and which now op- 
poses all healthy party action with the 
venomous and contaminating and rotting 
influence of a combination of the old spoils 
system with impudent intrigue and corrup- 
tion. This is not a question of partisanship 
as against independence. It is a question 
of honesty against rascality in party man- 
agement. PLATT and Plattism have no 
claims for support or tolerance on the Re- 
publican Party. They are its worst ene- 
mies. By as much as any man is a sincere 
Republican and wishes that party to regain 
popular confidence and power in public 
affairs by so much he is bound to fight 
them. To fail to do so is not party loyalty; 
it is party treason. 

If the question were a new one it would 
be easy to see it as it really is. The difii- 
culty in doing so comes from the influence 


of a tradition that had a sound origin. 


During the war and the reconstruction 
period Republicans learned to support the 
regular organization of their party pretty 
blindly because it was the only alternative 
to the success of a party that was wholly 
and justly distrusted. Men like PLatr took 
advantage of this. They encouraged blind 
fidelity as a virtue, because so long as it 
lasted they could control the party by con- 
trolling its machinery. But the situation 
has greatly changed. The alternatives are 
not the same. There is no such choice be- 
| tween bad Republicans and bad Democrats.

THE COLLISION. 

The value of a series of watertight com- 
partments in an ocean sieamship was never 
more clearly shown than on Thursday last, 
when the Britannic and the Celtic were in 
collision. Each of these vessels is made 
up of such compartments, the bulkheads 
which form the partitions being both 
watertight and fireproof and 
taining doors that can. be closed 
without a moment’s delay. The Bri- 
tannic was struck by the Celtic at a point 
just aft of the engine room, and the 
compartment whose side was broken im- 
mediately filled with water. But the bulk- 
heads were not broken and the remaining 
compartments were not invaded. Conse- 
quently the vessel did not godown. The 
force of the collision tore open the forward 
compartment of the Celtic, but the bulk- 
head which separated it from the remainder 
of the vessel remained firm, and this vessel 
also was saved by the compartment system. 

If neither of these steamers had been pro- 
vided with watertight transverse parti- 
tions they would now, in all probability, be 
at the bottom of the sea. The water which 
came in through the gaping wounds made 
by the collision would soon have filled the 
hulls and carried them down. But 
it should not be forgotten that ves- 
sels built upon the compartment plan 
are not proof against a blow that tears 
open the great central compartment which 
contains the engines. If the water fills that 
nothing can save the ship. Fortunately the 
blow from the Celtic fell aft of this compart- 
ment in the Britannic. If the Celtic’s speed 
had been greater by a few seconds her 
bow would have touched the Britannic in 
her most vulnerable part, and only a few 
boatloads of the 'latter’s passengers could 
have been saved. 

The White Star Company assures its pa- 
trons that its boats follow the lane routes of 
Maury; that is to say, that boats going out 
from this port obey the law of the road, 
steering off to the right and pursuing across 
the ocean a course which lies atasafe dis- 
tance from the more northern course fol- 
lowed by those coming to this port from 
Europe. How, then, did it happen that 
these two steamers, one going and the 
other returning, were in collision 350 
miles from New-York? One of them 
must have been out of her course. Proba- 
bly the Celtic was not where she ought to 
have been. But for many hours both ves- 
sels had been in a dense fog. If the two 
lane courses do not at a point 350 miles 
from this port lie more than fifty miles 
apart, itis not strange that in a fog one 
vessel should stray fifty miles from her 
path, But wedo not understand that the 
Maury lines approach each other so closely 
at that point. The truth is that safe routes 
—at least so far as the vessels of 
one company sailing under the same 
instructions are concerned—can _ easily 
be chosen and followed. A vessel leaving 
this port can take a southeasterly course 
for a time, until there shall be no danger of 
meeting an incoming vessel of the same 
line, evenin a fog, and can then follow a 
more direct course at a safe distance. Prob- 
ably the Maury routes are not closely fol- 
lowed by the boats of any transatlantic 
line. A safe distance should be placed be- 
tween the courses of outgoing and incoming 
vessels at the very beginning of the voyage, 
and should be maintained thereafter. 

But in these days ocean passengers de- 
mand a quick passage, and the most cau- 
tious seamen are unable to disregard wholly 
the wishes of the traveling public. The 
City of Berlin was trying to make a fast 
passage by following a very dangerous 
course when she struck an iceberg two 
years ago and was saved from destruc- 
tion only by her overhanging bow and 
heavy bowsprit. Other instances could be 
cited. We are aware that the White Star 
commanders are instructed to dismiss from 
their minds “ all ideas of competitive pass- 
ages,” and ‘that no supposed gain in ex- 
pedition or saving of time on the voyage 
is to be purchased at the slightest risk of 
accident.” Still, it appears that this col- 
lision, by which so many lives were en- 
dangered, might have been avoided if a 
safe distance between the incoming and 
outgoing “lanes” had been established in 
the immediate vicinity of this port. 

OP RRDRMG AE EL EBA RA OEND FETS SR 
O'BRIEN AND THE ORANGEMEN. 

Mr. WiLL1AM O’BRIEN has been assailed 
by a mob in Toronto and again in Kingston. 
How many times is it necessary that he 
shall be hooted, or pelted, or knocked on 
the head, in order to vindicate his principle, 
whatever it may be? Apparently twice 
will not suffice, for he yesterday left Niagara 
Falls for Hamilton, where he spoke last 
He was warned that the local 
Orangemen would attack him, and that 
they would probably be aided by a détach- 
ment of Toronto Orangemen, flown with 
malt whisky and zeal for the Protestant 
religion. ‘To counteract this demonstration 
it was proposed that the Nationalists should 
also be “organized,” and the press dis- 
patches report that ‘* Mr. O’BRIEN approves 
the idea.” In other words, Mr. O’BRIEN is 
doing his best to incite an old-fashioned 
Twelfth of July riot in a country in which

he is a stranger and a guest. 

This isnot a heroic or even a respectable 
attitude. He has suffered grievances enough 
already to justify him in saying that he has 
been denied the right of free speech in Can- 
ada. It is hard to see how that will profit 
him, inasmuch as he has been oppressed, 
not officially by the Government of the 
Dominion, but by popular and spontaneous 
uprisings of the loyal. It is true that 
these demonstrations were entirely unwar- 


ies 
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ranted by anything that he has said, 
and reflect nothing bnt discredit on the 
people who have taken part in them. It is 
true also that the local authorities, in To- 


ronto at least, failed to act with any prompt-' 


ness or efficiency in dispersing the mob and 
protecting the unpopular orator. But all 
this does not make an effective martyrdom, 
inasmuch as the Government of the Domin- 
ion has not been concerned at all in the out- 
rages, and Lord LANSDOWNE, the particu- 
lar object of Mr. O’BRIEN’s animosity, 
has personally deprecated all intem- 
perance, even of speech, on his * own 
side. If Mr. O’BRIEN had been mobbed 
in Ottawa, the seat of the Government of 
the Dominion, he might have been able to 
convert the mobbing into a point upon his 
enemy. Asit happened, his reception there 
was entirely peaceable, and those who had 
reason to expect that they would disagree 
with what he said wisely abstained from 
going to hear him. The Orangemen of 
Toronto and Kingston would have done well 
to emulate this forbearance, but as they did 
not, the best thing for Mr. O’BRI=EN to do is 
toremain on this side of the border, where 
he can say what he likes about Lord LAaNs- 
DOWNE without fear of interruption. 

Itis evident, we repeat, that neither the 
Canadian Government nor the Governor- 
General has any responsibility for the mob- 
bing of Mr. O’Brren. He can hardly expect 
Lord Lanspowne to furnish him a body 
guard to protect him while he is engaged in 
exposing that functionary. Certainly it is 
not to be expected that such protection will 
be furnished except upon his own applica- 
tion, and, under the gircumstances, to make 
that application would argue a lack of mod- 
esty. Neither is he likely to apply for 


protection upon the ground that he is a. 


British subject. Disgraceful to the rioters 
as are the riots that have taken place at his 
meetings, it does not reflect any particular 
credit upon himself that after it has been 
shown that the temper of the populace is 
hostile to him, and that further meetings 
are likely.to produce further hostilities, he 
should insist upon holding those meetings. 


Mayor HEwitTt yesterday gave the horse 
car people a vigorous and deserved allocu- 
tion. Their pretense that they dirty the 
streets in order to spare their horses was 
readily disposed of by the Mayor’s showing 
that by spending a little more money, as 
they could well afford to do, they could 
spare their horses without dirtying the 
streets, through the simple device of 
roughening the pavements between the 
tracks. Still more unfortunate was the 
pretense that they used the best tracks 
when made to the very man who had de- 
vised their tracks in order that they might 
not be used by the public for general traffic, 
and who now finds himself the guardian of 
the public interest. The official who put 
forward this pretense was so heavily 
countered upon by the Mayor that he seems 
to have been rendered speechless for the 
remainder of the session at which he made 
his indiscreet plea. 


It seems odd that so very large a propor- 
tion of the French crown jewelsshould have 
been bought by dealers, seeing that the sale 
was so well advertised, and that the dia- 
mond wearers of the world are for the most 
part willing to pay something above the 
market value of stones that are so famous. 
Itis highly probable that in many of their 
purchases the dealers acted merely as bro- 
kers. Messrs. TIFFANY & Co., it will be 
seen, were very extensive purchasers, and 
quite our share of the gems will hence- 
forth be owned in this country. A more 
reasonable cause for surprise is the com- 
paratively small aggregate realized by the 
sale. A million anda half of dollars does 
not seem adequate to the occasion. In fact, 
however, when the collection was for the 
most part made, it was an enormous sum of 
money for even royal personages to afford 
for personal ornaments, and there is no rea- 
son to doubt that the jewels brought all 
that they were worth, even with the “‘un- 
earned increment” of value arising from 
their former ownership. 


Massachusetts seems to be in a predica- 
ment about the proposed monument to 
Crispus ATTUCKS and his two comrades 
who were killed and the others who were 
wounded in the famous affray with Brit- 
ish soldiers March 5, 1770, usually styled 
the ‘* Boston massacre.” The Massachusetts 
Historical Society regards the appropriation 
made by the Legislature for the purpose as 
a waste of public money and the project 
itself as a glorification of rioters. It is of 
course remembered that a local jury ac- 
quitted Capt. PRESTON and all his party of 
murder, two only being found guilty of 
manslaughter. It is also a matter of 
history that the colored man ATTUCKS 
and his companions began the attack 
on the red-coats, pelting them with snow- 
balls, beating down their bayonets with 
clubs, and praatically forcing them to fire 
in self-defense. Still, the youth of Boston 
have for a century and more been taught to 
regard ATTUCKS and his companions as 
proto-martyrs of the Revolution. The pres- 
ence of the soldiery, which they had re- 
sented, was felt in 1770 to be a menace to 
liberty and an outrage, and the result of 
the riot in King-street was that the troops 
were withdrawn. It would have been a 
relief from a quandary, perhaps, had the 
criticisms of the Historical Society come a 
little earlier, before the scheme of com- 
memoration had gone so far. 





THE FAQADE AT FLORENCE. 
Florence Dispatch to the London Times, May 13. 
The unveiling of the cathedral facade to- 
day has been a splendid success, favored by the 
finest possible weather and without a hitch in 
the arrangements, whether on the partof the 
committee or of the architect. Order has been 
perfectly maintained. The general judgment on 


the facade 1s very favorable. The architect has 
kept very closely to the general style of the old 
work, and the design of ornamentation is in 
strict harmony with that of the fourteenth 
century. The details about the doors are 
exquisite in elaboration, and not in the

numerous, are in the best vein of modern Italian 
sculpture, simple, monumental, and in general 
keeping with that of the Campanile and the 
flanks of the church, though more elaborate in 
execution. They are of surprising similarity in 
feeling, considering that each is by a different 
sculptor, the subjects being awarded by compe- 
tition. All things considered, I believe the fagade 
will be accepted by the artistic opinion of the

BLOODHOUNDS. 
From the Rochester Union, May 20. 
Every time dogs are put on the trail of a 
criminal the telegraph is sure to say they are 
bloodhounds. Now, there are not many blood- 
hounds in this country, and we venture to say 


that of the few there never was one of the breed 
used in trailing men. The dogs which before 
and during the war were used to track runaway 
slaves were always spoken of as dloodhounds, 
but they were nothing like the animals  belong- 
ing to that breed. They were a cross between 
the Siberian dog and the long low hound 80 munch 
used by Southerners in hunting. The strain of 
Siberian blood gave the resuitof this crossing the 
large head and short ears as well as size, 
and the strain from the hound gave the 
animals the sharp scent which enabled them to 
follow a trail hours after its making.

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THE MISSING STEAMSHIP LOVAINE. 
From the Philadelphia Times, May 20. 
The strange disappearance of the British 
screw steamship Lovaine, Capt. H. M. Me 
Caulley, is the cause of much alarm in the sbip- 


ping circles at this port. The steamer arrived 
here March 2 from the Mediterranean with a full 
cargo of iron ore and sailed for Coosau on the 8th 
of Mareh, where she loaded 2,400 tons of phos- 

hate rock for Newcastie, England. On March 
29 she called at Hampton Roads for coal, sailing 
again the same day. Since this time nothing has 
been heard of her or the 25 souls who were on 
board. It is probable that she has taken a 
northern passage and has come in contact with 
some of the big icebergs frequently met in the 
regions of the Banks and has gone down with 
all hands. The Lovaine was a brigantine-rigged 
steamer, with engines 200 horse power. She was 
270 feet long, 3544 feet beam, 24145 feet deep and 
1,232 tons register. Messrs. Carr & Co., of Nortb 
Shields, were her managing owners, 
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HOSPITAL SCANDAL IN VIENNA. 
Vienna Dispatch to the London Standard. 
In Saturday’s sitting of the Reichsrath 
Herr Pernerstorfer called attention to the man- 
agement of the Vienna Allgemeines Kranken- 


haus, the largest hospital in Austria, and one of 
the largest in Europe, with over 2,000 beds, in 
which 26,000 patients are treated yearly. The 
charges which were made were denied at first, 
but it would appear that they are substantially 
correct. The food, it is said, is unwholesome and 
scanty, and at times the patients are kept for 
days without any food at all. In the whole estab- 
lishment there is only one bath, and the nurses, 
of whom 219 are women and 17 men, extort 
money from the wretched patients and ill treat 
those who cannot pay. The Government have 
romised an exhaustive inquiry into this horri- 
le scandal.

THE CELTIC AT HER PIER AND THE 
BERITANNIC STILL OUTSIDE—INVESTI- 
GATING THE COLLISION. 

Such a crowd as assembled at the White 
Star pier yesterday morving had not been seen 
there since that bleak day in April, 1873, when 
the news came that the Atlantic, of the same 
line, had foundered on Golden Rule Rock, off 
Halifax, carrying down 300 passengers into a 
furious sea. At sunrise they began to gather. 
Within an hour they crowded the capacity of the 
pier and guards had to be stationed at the gates 
to Keep out all those whose business was not 
urgent. From 5 o'clock, when the tug Fletcher 
started out for a load of baggage from the 
Britannic, until] § o’clock, when the prowless 
Celtic hove in sight with two tugs leading her, 
the crowd could ouly wait. Hundreds of peo- 
ple patiently did so and gave the ship a rousing 
‘welcome. \, 

The scenes when the passengers landed were 
almost beyond description. Friends who had 
been waiting rushed upon those arriving as 
though they had been called from the grave, and 
embraces, tears, congratulations, crying, and 
laughter were intermingled as can happen only 
‘With a mass of people worked to a high nervous 
strain. Customs officials and baggage movers 
had to give way until greetings were brought 
under reasonable control. It was a much longer 
ee time than usual before the crowd scattered. 


When passengers had seen their friends and had 
Bai looked after their bagyage, most of them went 
oe back to the ship to bid good+bve to the officers, 
Ss who were forced to hold quite a levee in the 
, cabin. Meanwhile the steerage passengers had 
been taken to Castle Garden. They. were no 
less happy to touch dry land than were the 
Occupants of the cabins and seemed as loth to 
part with each other. One of their number had 
aflute, on which he played lively airs, at which 
mauy of the others manifested their delight b 
dancing. The passengers presented a testi- 
monial of their gratitude to Capt. Irving before 
parting with him in the shape of resolutions, 
which will be suitably framed and engrossed.

As soon as possi- 
le he took Capt. Irving off with him to the com- 
pany’s office, where a statement was drawn up 
presenting the Celtic’s side of the collision story. 
Already a statement less formal and less de- 
tailed bad been obtained from Capt. Perry, of 
the Britannic. Both statements will be revised, 
if necessary, upon the arrival of Capt. Perry in 
port, and will be submitted as the official re- 

ort of the collision to Mr. Hoar, the Acting 
ritish Consul-General. He is empowered to or- 
der an inquiry here or to shift the case to the 
Liverpool Board of Trade. Only the Captains are 
accountable to the Consul-General or to the 
Board of Trade, and either authority has, the 
sight if the facts warrant it, to revoke the cer- 
tificates of those officers. Capt. Irvine, when 
asked for his explanation, pieaded the impro- 
ety of making it other than through the regu- 
channel. “ Wesaw our danger too late,” he 
said, “slowed up, collided, and backed. That is 
really all I can say there istoit. There was no 
remarkable commotion aboard after the acci- 
dent. I don’t think that the damages to the 
Celtic will amount to more than £1,500. We 
‘will need a new stem and a few new plates. We 
may be laid up until the 22d of June.” 

From officials at the oflice and from the two 
ships information was obiained which contirmed 
Sunday’s impressions about the responsibility. 
The White Star course from New-York to 
Queenstown is due east for a long distance. 
The return course is considerably to the north. 
At the point of coilision the ships had no busi- 
ness within 30 or 40 miles of each other. The 
Britannic was steering northeast by east, and 
the Celtic southeast by east, as nearly as can be 
learned. Judging only by the courses of the ships 
at that time, the Britannic was going nearly ip the 
proper direction, while the Celtic seems to have 
swung off her course. For several days the 
Weather at sea had been very thick. It seems 

robable that,on this account, the Celtic got 

urther south than she intended. The Britan- 
nic’s course is judged to have been about right, 
because she was only a day out of port. Ou the 
other hand, in spite of thick weather—so thick 
all day Thursday that nothing was visible 100 
Lea om away from the ship—passengers on the 

ritannic declare that they could discover no 
diminution in the ship’s speed on account of the 
fog. She seemed to be driving abead as rapidly 
as during the clear weather of Wednesday. No 
one has yet disputed that the Celtic was making 
slow headwuy in the fog and that her engines 
Were reversed when the collision seemed immi- 
nent. 

When the crash occurred nearly every one 
became naturally much excited. Some of the 
passengers were vehement yesterday in denun- 


























































































ciation of the conduct of some of the 
men on the Britannic, George Witt, an 
Englishman, who hus crossed the ocean 






Many times, said that in spite of the panic 
and the danger, which every one feared, that the- 
ship weuld sink, more than a half hour passed 
before a boat was lowered. Mr. Witt joined with 
other passengers in speakingin high terms of 
Capt. Perry, who did allthat was in one man’s 
power to keep order, to reassure the frightened, 
and to make bis officers and men take prompt 
measures for a rescue. But the crew lost their 
heads for a while aud showed a deplorable lack 
of skill in handiing the lifeboats. The boats 
from the Celtic were lowered with less delay. 
When order was at last restored all went well 
on both ships, and nearly every one became re- 
assured when the British Queen and the Maren- 
go came alongside to accompany the two ships 
to a safe harbor, 

Many of the Britannic’s passengers who were 
transferred to the Celtic found themselves in 
close quarters, owing to the crowded condition 
of that ship. Complaints were not serious 
enough, however, to find active vent until after 
the sengers aggrieved were safely on land 
again. The passengers on the Britannic wit- 
messed one scene of parting that will not be for- 
gotten. A husband and wife, who had left sey- 
eral children behind, became more distressed 
over the welfare of the children than for them- 
selves, and after earnestly discussing the matter 
decided that, as one of the ships would probably 
go down aud the other be saved, they owed it to 

le children to part. They took leave of each 
other believing it to be for the last time, the wife 
going to the Celtic. Their reunion at the pier 
yesterday morning was one of the affecting inci- 
dents following the arrival of the Celtic. 

On the Britannic, after the shock of the col- 
lision had passed, the cabin passengers threw 
flown the barriers between themselves and the 
steerage, and becaine active in sympathy and 
help for the afflicted in that part of the ship. 
Owing to the departure of many for the Celtic ip 
the lifeboats cases were mistakenly reported 
























missing. Thenumber of killed and injured can- 
not even yet be definitely stated. Mr. Wittis 
certain that there were five burials at sea. 


Many of the passengers believed that at leust a 
dozen persons were killed and nearly twice that 
number injured. Difficulty in stating names 
and uumbers was experienced because the 
steerage passengers had not been long enough 
together to become acquainted. The fact that 
two or three bodies were dismembered probably 
served to give the impression of a greater 
Blaughter than occurred. The company yester- 
day gave outa listof killed and wounded which 
is certitied as correct, as far as it goes. It is be- 
Meved at tho office to be complete, although all 
the passengers have not yet reported there. The 
following is the list of the killed:

HIS DISAPPOINTMENT IN LOVE ENDS 


IN SUICIDE. 

Egmont von Tilly, a young and handsome 
Prussian, ended his somewhat romantic life 
yesterday morning by sending a pistol ball 
through his brain. Tlie act was the result of 
morbid brooding over real and imaginary 
trouble, which unbalanced his mind, 

Von Tilly was a member of the Prussian Army 
in early life—he was 38 -years old yesterday— 
and had a good socia! position in his native land. 
Ten years ago he fell madly in love with Fannie, 


the pretty daughter of Gen. Lestoeg, but the 
union was strongly opposed by both families. 
Von Tilly received a letter finally, signed with 
his sweetheart’s name, and in which she asserted 
in emphatic terms that she could never be his 
wife. That, as far as he was concerned, settled 
it, but his love was never effaced. Lately he 
learned, as he had several times said, that the 
letter was a forgery—that his own uncle, Alex- 
ander Schwartz, had written it. 

Three years ago von Tilly came to America to 
seek his fortune, and, being master of several 
languages, obtained a position as such in Gasti- 
neau’s School of Languages, on West Forty- 
second-street. His success was not great and 
for a long time past he has been continuously 
depressed. He lived in a boarding house at 212 
West Twenty-fourth-street, and became a great 
friend of ss Nellie Gaines, daughter of the 
landlady. 

Last Friday von Tilly taught as usual at the 
school. Saturday was a holiday. Sunday night 
he retired rather early and nothing further was 
heard of him until the loud report of his pistol 
startled everybody in the house yesterday morn- 
ing. The bullet plowed its way clear through 
his head, and when they reached him he 
was dead. He left a letter to his uncle, in 
which he said that he was tired of the life he was 
living, and that unless it soon changed for the 
better he would endit. He 6 mh eae his uncle 
for the forged letter. Von Tilly also left a will— 
a curious document. He desired that his body 
should be cremated and that the ceremony 
should be witnessed by Miss Gaines. In order 
that she might not come out a loser in the trans- 
action she was to reeeive $65. He left $285 in 
money. From this were to be paid the funeral 
expenses and Miss Gaines’s legacy, and the bal- 
ance was to be given to the poor. Von Tilly had 
many queer delusions. One was that Emperor 
William had magnetized him and exercised some 
malign influence over him. His father, Herr Rath 
von Tilly, of Elbing, Germany, has been notified 
of his son’s death. The body will be buried in 
America and will probably be transferred to 
Germany in time.

THE MAYOR ATTACKING A CAUSE OF 
DIRTY STREETS. 


Mayor Hewitt attended yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the Committee on Railroads of the Board 
of Aldermen, which was held to discuss the vio- 
lation of law by the street railroad companies 
in sanding their tracks. President ‘Hart, of 
the Christopher and Tenth Streets Cross-town 
Company, began to talk of the early struggles 
of horse railroad companies, but the Mayor in- 
terrupted him by asking that he confine him- 
self to the subject under consideration.

Hart then said that sand was used on the tracks 
to prevent the horses from slipping. 

“That's all well enough,” remarked the 
Mayor, impatiently. ‘You want to dirty the 
streets. There is no law for that, and I don’t 
intené that you shall doit. If you care so much 
for the poor horses why don’t you do what the 
Broadway Railroad Company did on that street, 
put a gang of men with chisels to work to 
‘rough’ the pavements between the tracks. You 
gentlemen are probably making plenty of 
money; perhaps as much as 20 per cent. on 
yourinvestment. You can well afford to doa 
little to serve the interests of the city.” 

Superintendent Newell, of the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company, began to 
talk for the “ poor horses.” 

“ Let’s see,” said the Mayor. ‘“ Your grant re- 
quires you to keep your roadbed in repair, does 
it not ?” 

“ Yes, Sir,” replied Mr. Newell. 

“Well, you have now eight gutters on Broad- 
way,” continued the Mayor, ‘‘and they are dan- 
gereus to the public. I will see that the Corpora- 
tion Counsel attends to your case, The city has 
suffered enough from your road, and it will not 
stand any more nonsense.”

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DR. REYNOLDS'’S DEFENSE. 


HE BRINGS WITNESSES TO PROVE WHAT 
HE HAD IN THE BURNED HOUSE. 


The defense of Dr. Reynolds, accused of 
defrauding the London Assurance Company, 
was begun in the Yorkville Court yesterday. 
Dr. Reynolds said he would reserve his right to 
make a statement as to the line of defense until 
some later date. In reference to the plans of 
the house submitted by him to the company he 
said that this had been altered in some respects 
by the architect, H. Smith, who told the doctor 


that he had mislaid the original plans, but that 
the copy was substantially the same. 

Samuel Ten Eyke, a resident of Colorado, now 
stopping at the Continental Hotel, testified that 
he had been a frequent visitor to the doctor’s 
house. He told a story of shooting blackbirds 
there to prove that the doctor had two guns on 
the place. He saw an organ in the Flushing 
house, but he could not remember much about 
it, or whether he saw an organ about the same 
time in the New- York house. Dr. Reynolds was a 
guest of his in Colorado, and secured a leopard 
skin rug while there. Ten Eyke had seen the 
robein the Flushing house. He also saw some 
slabs of marble, which he believed belonged to a 
billiard table. 

The cross-examination revealed the fact that 
the witness had some stock transactions with 
Dr. Reynolds some time ago, and is now indebt- 
ed to the doctor some $1,200. 

Mrs. Cunningham, of 406 West Twenty-ninth- 
street, took charge of the doctor’s city house 
from June to October, 1886. There was an organ 
in the house, and the walls were covered with 
pictures, engravings, and paintings. 

John Nicklin, of 163 Park-row, said he had 
sold Dr. Reynolds two W. Richards guns. 

Annie Borce, a teacher, of 28 West Twenty- 
sixth-street, said she had known Dr. Reynolds 
about 12 years. She had frequently been at the 
doctor’s Flushing house. _ It was well furnished 
throughout. The walls were covered with pict- 
ures, and many were stored in the billiard room. 
There were two music boxes and an organ in the 
Flushing house. The organ had a double bank 
of keys, and. could not be mistaken for another 
organ which she saw in the New-York house.

SEEKING A NEW TRIAL. 





GREENWALL’S LAWYER HAS WITNESSES 
TO PROVE AN ALIBI. 

John Greenwall, the convicted murderer 
of Lyman 8, Weeks, was to have been sentenced 
yesterday, but at the request of his counsel sen- 
tence wag postponed until Friday, when he will 
move for a new trial. His reason for making 
the motion was that he could produce two rep- 
utable witnesses who would swear that on the 
night Mr. Weeks was shot Greenwall was in 
their company from 9 o’clock until 12. Counsel 
claimed to have witnesses to prove that other 
people were in front of the Weeks house 


atthe time Mr. Chamberlain swore to seeing 
Greenwall and Miller there. District Attorney 
Ridgway opposed the motion on the ground that 
the prisoner had had a fair trial, but the court 
agreed to postpone sentence until Friday. The 
two witnesses by whom counsel will endeavor 
to prove an alibi for hia client area man and a 
woman, the latter of whom claims to be Green- 
wall’s sister. The man says that he, Greenwall, 
and his sister played cards on the night in ques- 
tion until after midnight. When on the stand 
Greenwall swore that he went to bed in the 
Bowery lodging house at 11 o’clock and did not 
wake until 7 the next morning. 

The trialof Butch Miller, who was indicted 
with Greenwall for the Weeks murder, was put 
down for Monday, June 6. There is a prospect 
of a very interesting point of law coming up. By 
hisown statement on the witness stand Miller 
wasin Brooklyn onthe nigbtof March15 with 
Krause, and, becoming frightened at the latter’s 
behavior, ranaway. The District Attorney says 
he can prove that Miller stood under the 
tree with Greenwall, and, while the 
latter entered Mr. Weeks’s house, stood 
guard outside. Mr. Chamberlain, who identi- 
fied Greenwall as one of the men under 
the tree, will also swear that Miller was the 
other. He noticed the hump on Miller’s back. 
It is at this point that the question of law’ 
comes up: Can Mitler be convicted of murder in 
the first degree when in reality he was not in 
the house where the crime was committed? The 
District Attorney would not commit himself to 
an opinion, but thought that the point would 
undoubtedly be raised when Miller was brought 
up fortrial Ifitis decided negatively, he will 
have to be discharged and rearrested on a new 
indictment charging him with burglary.

SALE OF THE HOE LIBRARY. 


The sale of the library of Richard M. Hoe, 
who died on June 18 last, was begun yesterday 
at 739 and 741 Broadway. In all 718 lots were 
sold, consisting of works on printing, engrav- 
ing, and the allied arts. The prices realized 
were small, most of the lots bringing less than 
$1. “The Origin and Growth of Printing,” by 
Richard Atkyns, London, 1664, went for $13; 
a Biblia, (Aurea,) of 1476, for $14; Bodoni’s 
“Manuale Tipografico,” Parma, 1818, for $11; 
a “Treatise on Wood Engraving,” by W. A. 
Chatto and John Jackson, containing 300 illus- 
trations, by Jackson, London, 1839, for $12 50, 
and another edition of this work, extended to 
three volumes and containing over 1,000 en- 
gravings, for $108, the highest price of the day. 

Probably the most curious book in the collec- 
tion is “A System of Divinity.” by the Rev. 
William Davy. It is in 26 volumes, and was 
printed by himself between 1795 and 1807. He 
was acurate of Lustleigh. with an income of 
£30 a year. Not being able to find a publisher 
he made a press, bought a small quantity of 
worn typefrom a country printing office, and 
with the assistance of a domestic setup and 
struck off 14 copies of the work. Then he bound 
the volumes in board covers. Mr. Hoe’s copies 
sold for $13. 

“A Decree of Starre Chamber Concerning 
Printing, made the eleventh day of July last 
past, 1637,” which also contains a speech of 
William Laud, Archbishop of Canterbury, sold 
for $11. Dibdin’s ** Bibliomania” brought $16, 
his ** Bibliographical Decameron” $90, and his 
‘Typographical Antiquities” $72. 

The sale will be continued this afternoon and 
evening and to-morrow. There aré in all 1,433 
lots of works connected with printing, 171 lots 
of books on scientific subjects, and 446 lots of 
general literature. 
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A MEAT OOMPANY’S TROUBLES. 
John B. A. Mullaly, a stockholder of the 
National Consumers’ Meat Company, asked 
Judge Bartlett, in the Supreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday, for an injunction restraining the 
Marquis de Mores and the other Trustees of that 


company from “sélling, or disposing of, or in 
any manner transferring, alienating, or incum- 
bering its property, real or personal.” Mr. 
Mullaly claims that the company is going from 
bad to worse, and if the Trustees are not 
stopped in their proceedings there will soon 
be no property left.

BURIED UNDER THE BRICKS | 


SIX MEN CRUSHED BY A FALL- 
ING WALL. 

WORKING UNDER PROTEST IN A DAN- 
GEROUS POSITION AND CARRIED 
DOWN BY THE PREDICTED COLLAPSE, 

A crash of falling timbers and bricks from 
behind the old Tompkins Market startled every- 
body in the neighborhood just after 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, and the rattle of trucks 
and fire engines a few moments after caused 
much excitement. The firemen found that am- 


bulances and surgeons were needed instead of 
men to fight a fire. 

A gang of nine men had been tearing down two 
old buildings at 4 and 5 Hall-place,a short ; 
street which runs from Sixth to Seventh street, 
just in rear of the Sixty-ninth Regiment Armory 
and Tompkins Market. The houses were three- 
story brick buildings with attic roofs. The men 
went to work in the morning pulling off the 
bricks and cross timbers at the top of the build- 
ings, and were working steadily when, at 9 
o'clock, a portion of the rear wall fell and two 
men received slight scratches. This frightened 
the men, and it required some persuasion on the 
part of C, Heckmann, the contractor, to induce 


them to continue at work. He succeeded. how- 
ever, and had everything above the third-story 
windows pretty much cleared away when the 
serious collapse occurred. Just before this 
Charles Neumann, one of the men, became a bit 
scared and said, ‘I'll bet this wall is going to 
fall.” He left the building and had gone across 
the way to geta drink of beer when the crash 
came, 
, The collapse was due to the weak foundation 
of the wall between the two houses. The men 
were working in front just over this wall. As it 
fell it carried the men along and buried them in 
a pile of bricks and timber in the cellar. The old 
wall was very thin, while the timbers resting 
upon it were light. 

he contractor and the unhurt workmen at 
once began the work of rescue. A fire alarm 
was sent out and soon the firemen were assisting 
them unmindful of the dangerous walls which 
tottered at the jar of the engines ana trucks. 
Ambulances from the New-York, St. Vincont’s, 
Bellevue, and Chambers-Street Hospitals came 
up, driven at a furious rate, and the work of lig- 
ging out the buried men was vigorously pushe 

Herman Boschdell, of 507 West Thirty-sixth- 
street, was first extricated. He was sufferin 
from a fracture of the thigh and a scalp wound. 
He had expostulated with the foreman when 
Neumann did, but had been roughly ordered to 
the roof, and had obeyed. He was taken to the 
New-York Hospital. 

Frederick Schaop, of 425 Fifth-avenue, and 
Frank Reckoff, of 28 East Third-st., were pulled 
out of the débris, their faces covered with blood 
and dirt. They were taken to the hospital, but 
there their injuries were found not to be serious. 

Gustav Schreiber was the last man dug out. 
He was completely buried in the great mass of 
débris, and the flremen were several minutes in 
getting him out. He was unconscious when 
taken to 8t. Vincent’s Hospital, and is the most 
seriously injured of them all. 

After the fall of the wall a crowd of peopis 
rushed into the narrow street, only to be driven 
back by reserves from the Fourteenth, Elev- 
enth, and Fifteenth Precincts. The firemen did 
— and good work. Assistant Foreman Sam- 
uel Banta, of Truck No. 10, was eating his 
dinner at his home, 25 Seventh-street, when the 
crash came. He rushed out, and. as he reached 
the front of the buildings, saw Daniel Altman, 
of 99 Stanton-street, hanging from the coping of 
the front walls. A ladder was placed against 
the tottering wall, and Banta ascended it with a 
rope in his hand. The ladder was much too 
short, but, swinging himself up by projecting 
beams, Banta reached the top of the eight-inch 
wall. He walked along it to where the man was 
hanging almost ready to drop from exhaustion. 
Banta pulled him up and, lifting him to his 
sboulders, walked back to a point over the lad- 
der, whence he lowered the helpless man to an- 
other fireman. A shout went up from the crowd 
at the daring rescue. Banta has received hon- 
orable mention several times for such work, 
and once rescued a brother fireman who was 
buried by falling walls in Pell-street. 

William Heckmann,a brother of the contractor, 
was slightly injured by the falling wall. Carl 
Stein, of 615 East Fifteenth-street, was also 
slightly bruised. 

The buildings were bought a month and a half 
ago by Frederick Haustmann from Knouss 
Brothers, butchers. Haustmann intends to 
erect a stable on the site. He had contracted 
with John Fish to do the work and Fish had let 
the work of destroying the buildings to Heck- 
mann, whois a dealer in second-hand building 
materials. The buildings were over 60 years 
old and had been condemned as unsafe some 
time ago. Previousto May 1 families had oc- 
cupied the upper floors, while a stove store and 
restaurant teok up the first floor. The front 
walls remained in a tottering condition after the 
centre wall had fallen. Men were immediately 
put to work and the whole mass was pulled over. 
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SEEKING A PERMIT BY MANDAMUS. 

The Third-Avenue Railroad Company ap- 
plied to Judge Bartlett, in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, yesterday, for @ mandamus to com- 
pel Gen. John Newton, the Commissioner of 
Public Works, to permit them to excavate Tnird- 
avenue from One Hundred and Thirtieth-street 


to the City Hall Park for the purpose of laying 
acable with which to move its cars. Edward 
Lauterbach and John E. Parsons appeared for 
the company, and Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel D. J. Dean for the city. 

The company some time ago requested Gen. 
Newton to give the desired permit, and he re- 
fused for the reason that there were insurmount- 
able legal obstacles which prevented him. 
Then the company went to the Legislature and 
had a bill introduced allowing any horse railroad 
company to charge its traction power from 
horse to cable whenever it might see fit te do so. 
Mayor Hewitt opposed it, because it made no 
provision for proper compensation to the city, 
and it was “hung up” incommittee. The legal 
grounds upon which the city opposes the grant- 
ing of the mandamus are principally that the 
charter of the company does not confer upon it 
the right to interfere with the city’s streets 
otherwise than for the placing of rails upon the 
surface; that the company evidently thought 
so, or it would not have gone to the Legislature 
to get a new law passed, and only applied to the 
court for a mandamus after there was no chance 
of getting its” bill through. There will be a 
sharp contest when the arguments are made. 
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HAVE NUTHING TO ARBITRATE. 
Commissioner Donovan, of the State 
Board of Arbitration, and his colleagues met 
yesterday at the Metropolitan Hotel to effect, if 
possible, a settlement between the locked-out 
silver workers and their employers. There 
were present Messrs. Dodd, Mahoney, and 


Pinekney, from the Atlas Labor Club of silver- 
smiths; Messrs. Abell, Ford, and Rook, from the 
Unknown Artists, the Silver Chasers’ Union, and 
George W. Dunn, from the Board of Arnitra- 
tion of Assembly No. 49 of the Knights of Labor. 
None of the manufacturers appeared, but nearly 
all sent letters declining to submit their cases to 
arbitration. The Whiting Manufacturing Com- 
pany wrote that the only difficulty between it 
and the men was caused by their desire to dic- 
tate rules to govern the works, and the com- 
pany did not think anything could be gained by 
arbitration.

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RECEIVER SPIEGEL’S PLEA. 


CLAIMING TO HAVE BEEN INDUCED TO 
SUBMIT A FALSE ACCOUNT. 

When the examination of Morris Spiegel, 
Receiver of the Maison Tortoni, was resumed 
yesterday before Referee W. H. Clark, Spiegel 
appeared with a new legal adviser, R. 8. New- 
combe, well known as counsel for the “ boodle” 
Aldermen. As this seemed to need explanation, 
Mr. Newcombe said that when called into the case 
three weeks ago he discovered that his client had 
been imposed upon by “ evil and designing per- 
sons,” and had been induced by them to present 
an account made up of false entries and sub- 
stantiated by forged vouchers. His client had 
investigated this account and prepared a new 
and correct one, which he had only tinished that 


morning, and which was on file in the Clerk’s 
office. This he desired the Referee to receive, in 
compliance with the order of the court requir- 
ing him to present his account, and verify it 
by vouchers. If the Referee refused, he would 
ask an adjournment, to enable him to apply to 
the cou for -an order making the sub- 
stitution. His client repudiated the original ac- 
count and all the swearing in support of it 
which he had been induced by those * evil and 
Coneaes persons” to do. 

David Leventritt, counsel for Mrs. Chaude, said 
he did not believe this amazing story. Itwas an 
extraordinary proceeding to come in with new 
counsel and attempt to bave anew account sub- 
stituted for that which he had hitherto so emphat- 
ically supported. The Referee said there was no 
warrant in law for granting the application, and 
ordered the examination to proceed. Spiegel 
was asked whether he hud ever obtained any of 
the printed billheads of E. De Castro, one of the 
houses whose bills appeared frequently among 
the original vouchers, He admitted that he had. 
He was shown a voucher for $162 50, purport- 
ing to be a receipted vill for goods bought of E. 
De Castro. He said the goods had not been pur- 
chased of De Castro at all. They had been 
bought of some one else; he did not know of 
whom, and the money, less the rebate, had been 
_ to some one else; he couldn’t say to whom. 

he same testimony was given as_ to other bills, 
10 in number, making up a voucher amounting 
to $1,754 01, and the examination was then ad- 
journed, 

The new account, which has been prepared in 
accordance with the directions of Mr. New- 
combe, is a curiosity in the way of Receivers’ 
accounts. Jtcortains an alleged record of re- 
ceipts and disbursements. In the credit columns 
some of the items are entered once at what they 
actually cost and ina parallel column at what 
the Receiver charges himself for them. There 
is one account headed “ Rebates to be credited 
to Receiver’s account in final inventory to es- 
tablish cash value of merchandise invoiced at 
jobbers’ prices,” the amount of whichis $633 28. 
Another account is for “ special discounts al- 
lowed to the firm of M. Spiegel & Co. as import- 
ers for merchandise bought by them for M. 
Spiegel, Receiver Maison Tortoni,” amounting 
to $34 35. Spiegel was the head, not only of the 
firm of M. Spiegel & Co., but of others. He 
would buy, the creditors contend, from different 
firms the wines, liquors, cigars, and oil required 
for the Maison Tortoni, have them billed to one 
of the firms of which he was head, and then 
have that firm bill them to him as Receiver. 
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THE COUNTERCHARGE PREVAILED. 

David Rice, a big Hungarian, was com- 
plainant in the Essex Market Police Court yes- 
terday against Mrs. Ernestina Wertheim and 
her daughter, Teresa Blum, who is 17 years old. 
He charged them with stealing two gold 
watches and chains. The only result of his 


prosecution was that he was himself committed 
to Jail in default of $600 bail on a charge of as- 
Sault. 

The women told Justice O’Reilly that they 
met Rice at the railway station in Pesth about 
six months ago. Rice, like themselves, was on 
his way to America. He gained their confidence 
80 completely that they gave him $1,500, all the 
money they had, to take care of. Upon their ar- 
rivalin this city Rice neem them to keep 
house for him, and said that he would buya 
cigar store with their money. He bought a 
store at 6 Clinton-street. They lived there 
with him and were obliged to submit to 
his persecutions. They had been in the Clinton- 
street house not more than three months when a 
7 man called and told Mrs. Wertheim that 

e was Rice’s son and that his mother was in 
Hungary destitute. Rice found his son in the 
house and put him out, Then he beat both 
mother and daughter. A week later he took 
Mrs. Wertheim to a lawyer’s office and induced 
her to sign an agreement, stating that she was 
his housekeeper and would leave if his wife 
should come tohim. He on his part agreed to 
return the money she had loaned him in that 
contingency. 

On Sunday Rice heard that his wife was on her 
way to New-York and freed his mind by brutally 
beating Mrs. Wertbeim and her daughter. Then 
he got a warrant for their arrest on a charge of 
stealing the watches and chains, which he 
bought in Hamburg with their money while on 
the journey to this city.

ING A JURY. 

WEEDING MEN OUT OF THE BOX, FILL- 

ING THEIR PLACES, AND THEN 


WEEDING OUT AGAIN. 


The second week of the Sharp trial 
opened a little somnolently yesterday owing to 
the weather or a preternaturally quiet Sunday. 
There were times when the defendant closed his 
little eyes in peaceful forgetfulness. For a min- 
ute Mr. Nelson kept him company, but only for 
aminute, though Mr. Parsons had taken up the 
burden of the cross-examination. Judge Bar- 
rett was dutifully wide awake, but his wakeful- 
ness was not so wide as it would have been if 
he had had anything moreto say than “ chal- 
lenge sustained.” More than one juror, with a 
fixed, half-open look that saw nothing in par- 
ticular hovered on the borderland between 
consciousness and a snore, : 

The sixth pane) of jurors was nearly used up. 
The candidates examined were 64, but the panel 
was @ poor one, generally speaking, and the 
quantum of suitable jury material was not large. 
Out of the threescore and four only two jurors 


were obtained, and the court adjournedin the 
afternoon with the twelfth seat still vacant. 

At the — in the forenoon the search for 
the fourth juror began. A number of men 
were weighed and found wanting before 
Herman Ingel appeared. Mr. Ingel is a dealer 
in china at 223 Avenue A. He had no opinion 
against the defendant and no acquaintances 
connected with the Aldermanic trials. He be- 
lieved he could justly weigh tie evidence and 
receive the evidence of informers for just what 
it was worth. He passed into the box, and 
then Mr, Parsons announced that the defense 
would do no more challenging for a time, as 
they desired the prosecution to exercise its 
— on the jury as it stood. They had not fin- 
ished. They merely suspended their challenging 
for a time. 

Mr. Martine’s -whisper forthwith brought 
Minshall, the eighth juror, out of his seat, and 
he proceeded to disappear with great thorough- 
ness. The search for his successor was not char- 
acterized by anything of unusual interest. Ed- 
mund Heinecke, a rotund watchmaker whose 
chin sat down in two neat folds upon his neck- 
tie, was particularly jolly and caused even the 
saturnine Stickney to smile. He spoke English, 
he averred, but was not up to the “high Eng- 
lish” of Mr. Nicoll. Mr. Parsons endeavored to 
show that the linguistic capacity of the witness 
was fully up to the demands, but the court could 
not be brought to that opinion and Herr Hei- 
necke’s partitipation in the trial was reduced to 
an exception made on his behalf by the defense. 

Carl Kahnweiler, manufacturer of women’s 
suits at 411 Broadway, displayed unusual intel- 
ligence and much conscientiousness through a 
long examination. He had served every year as 
@ juror, he said, for 10 years past. This was evi- 
dent from his familiarity with the juror’s duty. 
Mr. Nicoll questioned him as to whence he would 
obtain the lawin the case, and he venturned 
that the counsel would furnish it. When asked 
which counsel, he said, “ both,” jocosely adding 
that the Referee would decide. He further 
ventured that common sense was also a part of 
the law, which heretical proposition, with his 
other answers, induced Mr. Nicoll to challenge 
him on general grounds. Mr. Parsons cross- 

uestioned minutely; the court asked if by the 

eferee Kahnweiler meant the Judge. Discoy- 
ering that he did, the challenge was overruled. 

The twelfth juror, Thomas D, Phillips, was 
then excused, much to his surprise apparently. 
He seized his hat, smiled and reddened, then in- 
stantly ceased to smile, but continued to redden 
until he had returned to private life and a seat 
among the spectators. * 

The search for his successor had progressed 
but a short time when Judge Barrett announced 
that, as the panel was nearly exhausted and the 
seventh hundred would not be in court till 2 
P.M. to-day, the court would adjourn 20 min- 
utes earlier than usual.
